The women of Richmond are playing an important 
part in the campaign for a proper city hall, suitably 
located. That they are alive to the fact that the council 
rather overstepped their powers when that body refused 
to give the people an opportunity to express their choice 
at the polls in the matter of a city hall site, is becoming 
more and more apparent daily. 


The mere man who suggested that women wouldn't 
know what todo with the ballot if they had it, has an- 
other conjecture coming. They not only know just ex- 
actly what it means, but they also realize that Wall and 
the Richmond City Council tried to prevent them exer- 
cising the right of suffrage in the City Hall matter, and 
today (Friday) they are going to the polls with a firm 
determination to teach the Council a lesson in official 
politeness. 


‘My heart is in this fight,'’ said a well known 
woman, ‘and for more than one reason. Laying aside 
the desirability of the Nicholl offer over the present 
location of the city hall south of the Santa Fe embank- 
ment, there is a stronger motive. 


‘When the question of a city hall first came up, it 
was the duty of the Council to then and there put the 
matter up to the people. The council could not possibly 
know the choice of the people for a site; and certainly 
the Council should not have considered their own per- 
sonal choice. It should not have been necessary for the 
people to even ask for the privilege of voting upon the 
matter, but having asked 1t in the legal form, the plain 
duty of the council was to have granted their petition. 

"Speaking of the Council as the official governing 
body of the city, and not as individuals, I contend that 
in refusing to give the people a chance to vote upon this 
matter, they affronted every voter in the city. They 
had noright to force upon us any site whatsoever—the 
Wall site, the Nicholl site or any other site. a * 


“‘T for one resent the slap at my intelligence, thus 
depriving me of my right to think afd act for nryself. FE 
have talked with many ladies in Richmond the past 
week and they feel in the matter just as Ido. Many of 
them have declared to me that outside and beyond the 
fact that the Nicholl site seems the more desirable, they 
propose to teach the city council a lesson. 


“T think we owe a debt of gratitude to those who 
went to the trouble and expense of taking the matter up 
to the Supreme Court and getting the people their rights 
in this matter—the right to indicate by their ballots their 
choice of a city hall site.’’ 


The lady has struck the keynote of the situation. 
This view of the question as taken by the women voters 
is also largely held by the male voters. No man likes 
to have anything forced upon him, even though it be 
something that he might nave chosen for himself if given 
the opportunity. The action of the City Council 
in turning down the people’s petition to call an election 
for the choice of a hall site, will be resented at the polls 
by an overwhelining vote for the Nicholl site. 


In addition to this absolute gift of 34 blocks, which 
has no strings or rent come-backs ta it, except, of course, 
that the city use it for the purposes designated, John 
Nicholl has also given $25,000 in cash to be expended 
in the erection of a city hall on the site.

The site is in the geographical center of the city. 
It may be reached by the Key Route line from Oakland, 
and the Macdonald avenue and Twenty-third street lines 
run within a moment’s walk of it. The Macdonald ave- 
nue line passes the site within 150 feet, every twenty 
minntes.

The Wall site, now occupied by a hall which the 
city is paying the Harbor Center Land Co. $185 a month 


for, is located south of the Santa Fe embankment and 
west of the Southern Pacific steam line tracks. 


No street car line goes within several blocks of the 
hall. It isso far out of the way that the jitney drivers 
charge 25 cents to take one there. 


It has been whispered that there is a good deal of 
water in that part ot the city during the rainy season. 

However, this story may have been circulated by 
someone who saw a mirage. 


The writer has no desire to misrepresent the present 
site of the city hall. The facts are bad enough. 


The building is a two-story structure, with a base- 
ment, substantial looking ,gbut not standing out for its 
architectural beauty. ‘The toilets and wash rooms hang 
onto the outside of the building. 


Really, folks, a city like Richmond, with nearly 
25,000 people, ought to have a handsome city hall. 


Briefly, Mr. Wall’s offer is this: He offered to deed 
to the city block 25 of his tract and spend $15,000 for a 
city hall on it, if the city would pay him back $13,320 
at the rate of $185 a month. If the city fails at any 
time to carry out its part of the agreement, the hall and 
the block goes back to Mr. Wall’s company. 


In other words, if the taxpayers pay for it they get 
it, and if they don't, they don’t. Simple, isn’t it?

The Anglo-French troops, which 
were landed at Saloniki with the tacit 
consent of the Greek Government, are 
being hurried northward to. assist 
Serbia and, if possible, keep the Bul- | 
sarians from capturing the Salonikt- | 
Nish railroad, the only source by 
which the Serbians can be fed with 
munitions of war. 

The hoped-for support from Greece | 


has not been forthcoming, King -Con-

As in Greece, public opinion in Bul- 
garia is not entirely unanimous in 
support of King Ferdinand, and re- 
ports indicate that the Bulgarian mo- 


bilization is not being carried out 
without difficulty. The King and Pre- 
mier Radoslavoff, however, have 


finally thrown in their lot with Aus- 
tria, Germany and Turkey, having, 


| after consultation with the Ministers 


of those countries, rejected the de 
mands of Russia for the dismissal of 
the Austro-German officers, who, it is 
alleged, have been engaged to com- 
mand the Bulgarian army. Bulgaria, 
in fact, denied the presence of such 
officers, and the Russian, British, 
French and Itallan Ministers have 
either left or are leaving Sofia. Italy 
has taken action also by giving the 
Bulgarian Minister at Rome his pass 
ports. 

It is possible that Bulgaria may 
avoid arousing the Greek people by 
refraining from attacking Serbia, 
simply keeping her troops on the 
border. This would have the effecs 
of preventing Serbia bringing 
her full strength to bear against the 
Austro-German attack. 

Roumania, the other Balkan state, 
{s still neutral. Roumania has not 
been heard from, but, like Greece, 
for the moment is bent on continu- 
ing friendly relations with all the 
belligerents. Doubtless, to influence 
her and the other Balkan states, Rus- 
sia is reported to have commenced an 
energetic offensive in Bukowina anu

Curious Colony of Zoological To- 
tal Abstainers. 


(stand That Has No Water on It, Not 
Evena Swamp—wUnless Dew Can 
Slake Thirst Must Do 
Without Drink. 


Recent investigations on the little- 
known and rarely visited Henderson 
or Elizabeth island have led to the dis- 
covery of a complete and curious lit- 
tle colony of zoological total abstain- 
ers. The island, which is uninhabited, 
{s situated about 120 miles northeast 
of Pitcairn island—itself sufficiently 
out of the way, but famous as the 
home of the descendants of the mu- 
tineers of the Bounty. 

There {s no water on it, not even a 
Bwamp, and it is only six miles long, 
yet it harbors quite a menagerie—a 
kind of rat, a lizard, described as very 
abundant, and no fewer than four 
kinds of birds, all peculiar to the is- 
land.

“It has been recorded that a great 
bustard lived for months in captivity 
without drinking, although the species 
does drink occasionally; and it may be 
suggested that the bustards are a fam- 
{ly of birds accustomed to frequent dry 
places and hence have acquired a 
power of abstinence. 

“But, setting aside the fact that the 
great bustard is often found near wa- 
ter, this explanation would not serve 
{in the case of parrots and hornbills, 
which are as a rule forest birds; more 
over, the family of birds most espe 
cially associated with desert condi. 
tions—the sand grouse—does not show 
any tendency to dispense with drink- 
ing. Indeed they are very dependent 
on water, flying to their drinking place 
twice daily, and watering their chicks 
by soaking their own underplumage 
in the fluid, which is afterward sucked 
off by the young. 

“The camel itself, proverbial for its 
adaptation to the desert and endur. 
ance of thirst, is equally in need ot 
drinking, although on account of the 
water storage arrangements in its 
stomach it can do without a fresh sup- 
ply for days. Yet its endurance otf 
thirst can be maintained only about 
twice as long as that of the horse kept 
under similar conditions; and as an 
abstainer it cannot compare with the 
giraffe, the eland and some of the 
other antelopes, which can subsist 
without drinking for months at atime 
and probably indefinitely. 

“Ability to exist without drinking is 
evidently a physiological peculiarity of 
certain species of families of animals, 
and it is obvious from what has been 
said above that this power is capri. 
ciously disturbed and has no necessary 
connection with the creature’s environ.

When dry guncotton is exposed to 
the air it does not explode when {ig- 
nited, but burns with great rapidity.

When dry, however, guncotton can 
be made to explode with great vio- 
lence by being struck sharply between 
two hard surfaces. Detonation, as 
such an explosion is called, is quite a 
different phenomenon from burning. It 
seems to consist in the instantaneous 
disintegration of the molecules of the 
exploding substance. It is,as though 
all the bricks in a great building wero 
in a fraction of a second to be scat- 
tered about Greater New York. 


Good Done by Birds. 

The department of agriculture in- 
forms us that out of 60 species of 
hawks and owls, only four are actu- 
ally injurious to crops. Our observer 
tells us that he has seen with his own 
eyes an owl of his acquaintance swal- 
low nine field mice, one after another, 
until the tail of the last remained in 
evidence. However, in a few hours, 
this meal having been digested with 
no apparent effort, the owl was ready 
for four more mice. The old hawk 
and his wife will consume a round 
dcezen of mice each during a single 
day, and in two months’ time their 
youthful brood will devour a similar 
quantity. It has been stated that a 
colony of hawks will kill 10,000 ro- 
dents in three months’ time. We all 
know what damage mice perpetrate 
in our grain fields.
